Hosted by the Office of Gender Violence 
Education and Support, these trauma-yoga 
classes were intended to help survivors of 
sexual trauma heal from their experiences. 

Participants are instructed to focus on breath 
and mindfulness rather than cardio or 

strength training. Previously this year, 

participants joined solely through Zoom. This 

was the first in-person class this semester led 
by instructor Liz Jordon. Seven students 

attended and were able to pick up a yoga 
mat if needed upon arrival. 











As a continuation of the Mask-erade, Lehigh 
students and faculty submitted photos of 
themselves and their favorite masks to the 
Epitome Yearbook to be featured in a 
one-of-a-kind highlight from this past year. From 
the fall to the spring semester, rules 
implemented to protect the Lehigh community 
against COVID-19 changed based on case 
numbers, the surrounding Bethlehem area, and 
recommendations made by the CDC. 


On February 12, the positivity rate skyrocketed 
from less than 2% to a high of 10.2%. This 
concern resulted in stricter guidelines including 
reduced in-person classes to only what was 
necessary, recommended double masking, and 
continued testing of 100% of the designated 
undergraduate student population. These rules 
resulted in a significant decline in cases over the 
next two weeks, extending more opportunities for 
in-person campus activities and a quick 
reopening of campus unlike the fall semester. 


On March 5, the gathering size for indoor spaces 
doubled from five to 10 and Taylor Gym and 
in-person dining soon began their reopening 
trials. On April 8, informal outdoor gatherings 

were approved for 25 people and formal outdoor 
gatherings for 75 people. At this time, many 

Students started becoming eligible to get 
vaccinated against COVID-19. 


Toward the end of the semester, Lehigh 
continued to lift mandates, reporting that masks 
were not required if you could maintain a 
three-foot distance from others. During the spring 
semester, despite the initial high positivity rate, 
campus as a whole never fully shut down, 
continually extending more opportunities for 
students to meet face to face and continue with 
in-person classes. With the student body starting
